Malaysia-lndonesia Outbreak Feared 
KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia fUPI) — Malaysian 
Premier Tengku Abdul Rahman warned today that “open 
hostilities" may break out at any time to shatter the 
truce arranged by Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy last 
month between Indonesia and Malaysia.

Libya To Cancel U.S. Base Pact 
CAIRO (UPIi— Libya says it will not renew its agree­ 
ment with the United States for the multi-million dollar 
Wheelus Air Force Base after 1971, the semi-official 
Middle-East News Agency reported last night. 
The base, near the Libyan city of Tripoli, is used 
primarily as a weapons training center for Air Force 
combat units stationed in Europe. Pilots conduct gun­ 
nery and bombing exercises over its desert expanses. 
Informed sources in Washington said if the lease 
for the base is terminated, the United States could easily 
find other weapons training ranges in Europe.

Ends Visit In California By Shaking 


Hands In Los Angeles, Palm Springs 


WASHINGTON » — Presi- 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson has re­ 
turned from California with a 
sunburn and new' zest for kiss­ 
ing babies and meeting voters. 
He’ll have a chance to renew 
the burn and do some more 
people-greeting in F l o r i d a 
; Thursday. 
Johnson returned to Wash­ 
ington by jet transport late 
last night after spending three 
days in Los Angeles and Palm 
Springs. His Florida foray wiil 
take him to Jacksonville, Palat- 
ka and Miami for a heavy day­ 
long schedule of public appear­ 
ances. 
In California, the president 
demonstrated an extraordinary 
penchant for m i x i n g wi t h 
crowds, even when his Secret 
Service bodyguards were un­ 
easy about the idea. During one 
stop in Los Angeles, he waded 
into a milling throng that was 
so eager to get at him that one 
woman broke her leg in the 
crush. 
Although Johnson has always 
shared the politician’s hand­ 
shaking proclivities, never be­ 
fore did he go at it with such 
enthusiasm. 
At Los Angeles International 
Airport, after saying farewell 
to Mexican President Adolfo 
Lopez Mateos, Johnson was so 
anxious to personally greet on­ 
lookers that he was undeterred 
by the fact that they were kept 


behind a wire fence seven feet 
high. 
Climbing over a rope barrier, 
Johnson made a beeline for the 
fenced-in spectators and began 
touching fingers through the 
wire mesh. When some mem­ 
bers of the crowd stretched 
their hands over the top of the 
fence, the President reached 
to grab them — even though 
strands of barbed wire atop 
the fence presented a hazard. 
Getting off the plane in Palm 
Springs a half hour later, John­ 
son found the waiting crowd 
more numerous and the fence 
lower. Although it was after 
dark by this time, he spent 
; about 15 minutes moving the 
length of this barrier while Air 
Force sergeants tried without 
success to move big floodlights 
so Secret Service agents and 
police could watch the crowd. 
By this time, Johnson had 
put in a full day of public ap­ 
pearances and b u s i n e s s ses­ 
sions with Lopez Matebs, his 
guest for two days of talks. 
However, Johnson halted his 
limousine on the drive from 
the Palm Springs Airport to his 
borrowed hillside home when 
he spotted about 50 people 
gathered at an intersection. 
Getting out of the car, he was 
swallowed up by darkness and 
the delighted gathering. 
This time he added baby- 
kissing to his repertoire.

By Survivors At Trial O f 22 


FRANKFURT. Germany (UPI) 
—The first Jewish survivor to 
testify in the war crimes trial 
of 22 Auschwitz death camp 
guards said today the Gestapo 
men “could not sleep without 
beating a few of their victims 
to death.” 
Dr. Otto Wolken pointed at 
the defendants with a trem­ 
bling finger as he told of con­ 
ditions in the camp where 2.5 
to 4 million persons — most 
of them Jews — were gassed, 
shot, and beaten to death by 
the Nazis.

Martin had ob­ 
jected on a question of ethics.

Let's Hope That Redwood 
Trees Survive Along 101 


Will redwood trees grow satisfac­ 
torily along the Redwood (101) High­ 
way in Marin County? 
A landscaper under contract to the 
State Division of Highways planted 
some at the Alto and Corte Madera 
interchanges a couple of years ago and 
they are doing only so-so. Some appear 
to have died or come close to dying. 
Much of the soil around the Corte Ma­ 
dera interchange is fill; it may be good 
fill but it is far from ideal for growing 
things. When the planting took place, 
some top soil was placed in the planting 
holes, but hardly enough. 
The chemistry of fill soil on old 
marshland seems to discourage plant 
growth, too. 
All of Marin is windy at times and 
Corte Madera interchange seems to get 
more than its share. Redwood trees 
usually do not thrive in excessively 
windy locations. 
All these conditions combine to dis­ 
courage redwoods; yet many seem to be 
staying alive along the highway in the 
landscaped areas. 
When you drive to Santa Rosa next 
time, take a look at the clumps of red­ 
wood trees scattered along the freeway 
from Petaluma intermittently to Santa 
Rosa. They were planted somewhat 


sooner than the ones in Marin. They 
seem to have done well. In a few’ years, 
their appearance should be quite strik­ 
ing. 
The latest experiment along these 
lines is at Vista Point, just off the Marin 
end of the Golden Gate Bridge. 
At the instance of the Redwood Em­ 
pire Assn. with the support of the 
Golden Gate Bridge board the State 
Division of Highways planted a clump 
of nine or 10 redwood trees in the cen­ 
ter of the new' Vista Point landscaped 
area. 
Privately and unofficially, highway 
engineers expressed doubt that the 
trees would survive there, owing to pre­ 
vailing strong winds and relatively poor 
soil. 
The planting holes were dug wide 
and deep. Ample top soil was imported. 
The Redwood Empire Assn. went to 
considerable effort and expense to lo­ 
cate and obtain sizeable trees with the 
best chance of survival. They were set 
out only a few months ago. It is still too 
early to know' how successful the effort 
will be; but we can hope for the best. 
Clumps of flourishing redwoods along 
the highway from the bridge to Sonoma 
County line would present a pleasing 
sight. 


Golden Cascades Of Acacia 


Those tiny, yellow powder-puffs of 
acacia blossoms are out right now. Love­ 
ly, golden cascades of delicately frag­ 
rant flowers— w’hole trees of them. 
They are a most impressive sight, espe­ 
cially to the newcomer to Marin. 


Our most common acacia comes from 
Australia where it is dearly beloved un­ 
der the name wattle. Beautiful as it is,

it has one serious drawback— a number 
of people are allergic to its prolific pol­ 
len. 
A fast growing tree, it is a member 
of the pea family and returns nitrogen 
to the soil. Some folks say it sours the 
ground, though that has not been our 
experience. 
We feel that spring has really ar­ 
rived when the acacias bloom. 


National Market For State Bonds 
Is Nearly Saturated, Betts Says

SACRAMENTO — The sat­ 
uration point in the national 
market for State of Califor­ 
nia 
bonds 
is approaching, 
according to Bert A. Betts, 
state treasurer. 
Betts appeared before a 
Senate fact-finding commii- 
tee on 
labor and welfare 
here, where he delivered the 
news which may have a pro­ 
found effect on the future 
financing of California’s state 
government. 
The committee was con­ 
sidering a possible bond is­ 
sue of 50 million dollars for 
construction of housing facil­ 
ities 
for 
California 
farm 
workers. Betts made no com­ 
ment on the desirability of 
the issue, but confined hn 
remarks to the foreseeable 
effects of a new bond-financ­ 
ed program on the present 
market for California bonds, 


“THE 
NATIONAL 
bond 


market,” he told the com­ 
mittee, “ can only absorb so 
much in State of California 
bonds each year, and when 
we get up in the 500-million 
to 600-million-dollar category, 
we are getting pretty close 
to top capacity.” 
He explained that the an­ 
ticipated volume of general 
obligation 
bonds this year 
will 
range 
between 
those 
limits 
At the present time, Betts 
said, the outstanding bonded 
indebtedness of the state is 
a nou! 2 0 billion dollars, in 
which he included the bonds 
that have been sold and the 
bonds which remain to be 
paid off in the years ahead. 
In this bonded indebted­ 
ness, of course, the figures 
do not include the 760 mil­ 
lion dollars the administra­ 
tion 
of 
Gov.

G. 
Brown is asking the people 
of California to approve at 
the next general election.

Brown administration ask the 
people of California to au­ 
thorize another 760 million 
dollars in bond issues in the 
fate of Betts’ indication that 
the saturation point is rapid­ 
ly approaching? 
Should the administration 
decide to continue its bond 
financing as a supplement to 
the budget, how much more 
money is it going to cost tax­ 
payers 
in 
higher 
interest 
rates, which naturally will re 
suit if financial houses are 
asked to buy on a saturated 
market? 
From 
all 
indications, as 
outlined by Betts, the happy, 
careless days of getting any­ 
thing desirable through an­ 
other bond issue are over 
and some realistic financing 
must be faced in the very 
near future.

WASHINGTON — Soviet 
bloc nations are exploring the 
possibility of setting up joint 
factories in I.atin America 
which would be financed in 
part with funds from the 
Alliance 
for Progress pro­ 
gram. 
The 
backstage 
ventures, 
merging 
Communist, 
Latin 
American and U. S. funds, 
are being proposed by Rus­ 
sian. 
Czechoslovakian 
and 
Polish diplomats to the gov­ 
ernments of 
Brazil, 
Chile, 
Peru and Bolivia. 


ACCORDING to thp most 
recent U. S. intelligence esti­ 
mate on Soviet penetration 
in I^atin America, the Com­ 
munists 
are 
offering 
to 
launch this economic integra­ 
tion plan by sending techni­ 
cians to construct mass-pro- 
duction and assembly plants 
to turn out Russian-designed 
cars, trucks and tractors. 
The Red diplomats stress 
that 50 per cent of the cost 
would be put up by the So­ 
viet bloc nations, with the 
I^tin governments furnish­ 
ing the other half—most of 
which

obtain 
through 
loans 
and 
grants 
from the U. S. 


THE 
PLANTS 
would be 
operated 
jointly 
except 
in 
casps where the Communists 
put up more than 50 per cent 
of the cost.

At this Soviet • engineered 
meeting, the Czechoslovakian 
government plans to nego­ 
tiate similar agreements with 
other Ijdin American Trade 
Association countries for a 
share of the car and truck 
market. 


Until recently, Communist 
economic penetration efforts 
ha\e bee.i directed primarily 
at increased trade with Latin 
America rather than control 
of the means of production 
in these countries.

Mrs. Leopold In A Velvet Dress 


Takes A Taxi Back To Mount Tam 


THERE IS A 
wonderful 
little old 
lady who comes 
down off Mount Tamalpais 
every 
Friday 
afternoon 
to 
buy her groceries. 
Mrs. Leonore Leopold wears 
a purple velvet dress, sandals 
and a bumpy, black felt hat 
She sits on a ledge at Mill 
Valley Market, waiting for 
her taxi, looking as if she 
should have been painted by 
Toulouse-Lautrec. 


“ When I lived on Honey 
Greek in Missouri.” says Mrs. 
Leopold, “ there was a sing­ 
ing teacher who came around 
bringing music to the schools 
on a blackboard. . . . Pretty 
good for those days, don’t 
you think'” ’ 
She said when she first 
moved to Mill Valley in 1919 
she lived a year in a tent 
above the pipeline trail be­

Louis Nizer, said 
he 
would 
make 
no 
further 
move 
until 
after 
the 
next 
league meeting which now be­ 
comes unnecessary. 


However, 
The 
Associated 
Press previously quoted a reli­ 
able source that Nizer had ad­ 


vised Finley to let himself be 
forced into accepting a con­ 


tract, which the league called 
“fair and reasonable,” and then 
sue the league because he was 
made to sign under duress a 
contract he didn't want. 
With the opening of spring 
training less than a week away 
and the season ready to begin 


in less than two months, the 
positions of both Finley and

were

Sanitation plroblems for the 
ark dwellers of Richardson Bay 
will round out a busy day to­ 
morrow for the Marin County 
Board of Supervisors. 
The board will also discuss 
the possibility of a joint plan­ 
ning staff to handle planning 
problems for the county and 
all cities within the county. 
A proposed state park bond 
issue could bring $453,000 to 
Marin for purchase of Park­ 
land. according to Parks Direc­ 
tor Kelvin J. Nelson, who will 
ask support of the measure and 
a start on setting priorities for 
purchase at tomorrow’s session.
